According to a joint petition sub- 
mitted by the.

WINE SMUGGLING 


Liquor Concealed in a 
Bamboo Pole 


INGENIOUS RUSE 

An ingenious way of smuggling 
dutiable wine into the ge was 
disclosed in Mr. A. W.. G 
Grantham’a Court this morning 
when a Chinese was charged with 
the unlawful possession of half a 
gallon of Chinese wine which he 
had attempted to smuggle pnat 
searchers on the Ping On wharf. 

A Chinese Revenue Offiecr stat- 
ed that the accused pretended to 
be a coolie and tried to amble off 
the wharf with a bamboo pole on 
his shoulder, for al] the world 
looking like a dejected coolie who 
had failed to get work. : 

Something about the man’s ap- 
pearance, however, caused the R.O. 
to suspect him and, accordingly, 
he was stopped for search. Then 
the R.O. detected a strong smell 
of the wine coming from the pole 
and he examined it closely. He 
removed a plug from one end .of 
the pole, and then the trick was 
discovered. The jointa of the 
bamboo had been patiently hollow- 
ed out, and from ane end to the 
cther the pole was. full of wine. 

When the smuggler pleaded 
“guilty” before the Magistrate, 

O. Grimmitt asked that a seri- 
ous view be taken of the case as 
this was a new way of amuggling. 
Accused was fined $50 or one 
month’s jail, and the wine was 
confiscated. ye

Theft of Money from a 
School

Sixth Change Since 
October

HATAMEN OCTROI 


Abolition Recommended 
by Peking Mayor 


Peking, February 22. 

Th compliance with the demands , 
of the people of the old capital, | 
General Chang Ying-wu, Mayor of 
Peking, sent .a telegram to the 
Nanking Government yesterday re- 
commending the organisation of al 
special committee of local gentry 


of the Hatamen Octroi. 

It was pointed out that the Hata- 
men Octroi was established by the 
Imperial Household of the Ching 


dynasty, who depended on this; 


source of revenue to meet its ex- 
penses. It was retained by the 
Republic on account of the huge 
revenue . yielded therefrom, al- 
though the tax had been un- 
animously condemned as illegal 
and formed the chief obstacle re- 
tarding the development of indus- 
tries and trade In Peking. 

Agitation for the abolition of 
this unlawful and harmful levy 
had been going on for some time 
and has assumed a serious aspect 
now. As the Central Government 
in a circular order to the various 
provinces ordered the abolition of 
the likin and analogous levies, 
and the Hatamen Octrof was many 
times worse than Likin, its aboli- 
tlon was naturally unquestionable. 
But as the collection of this tax had 
been enforced for so long a time, 
and many organs depended on this 
source of revenue for support, it 
was therefore necessary to devise 
adequate mcans and make prepara- 
tions beforehand, : before actual 
abolition tan be effected without 
hindrance. 

It was suggested that a prepara 
tory committee be formed by the 
appointment of a number of 
respectful local citizens as mem- 
bers, to study the matter and make 
recommendations relative to this 
question —A.N.A.

HEAVY DEATH ROLL 
Changchun, Yesterday.

Speaking as to the circumstances 
under which the card was written. 
and handed over to the accused, Dr. 
Kotewall said: “About six months 
ago (I,am not sure as to the exact 
time) defendant was introduced to 
me -personally by Mr. Ho Leung, 
compradore of Mesara. Jardine, 
Matheson and Company, as being a 
prominent merchant, and public 
man—" ! : 

His Worship, intérposing, said he 
could not take that. 

‘Dr. Kotewall continuing, said: 
“On the strength of that introduc- 
tion, I wrote what is on the card 
and handed it over, but not until 
he had spoken to me about the in- 
convenience of the search on the 
wharf. I had then a conversation 
with the defendant. He apoke of 
the inconvenience of being search- 
ed on the Colony’s wharves-and he 
also safd he was going up to Can- 
ton that night. That led to my 
telephoning, as time was short, to 
one of the Assistant Superintend- 
ents of Police, either Mr. Booth 
or Mr. Perdue, I cannot quite re- 
member which, Ag a result of 
the telephone conversation, ar- 
rangement was made that my 
card, bearing the name of the de- 
fendant, was to be produced to the 
European Police Officer on duty-on 
the wharf that night, when he 
would not be searched.”

Ground for Protests by 
British & Japanese 


UNPAID LOANS 


A varisty of financial complica- 
tions are foreseen as the result of 
the contract aigned by the Chinesa 
Government at Nanking, and Muk- 
den for the conatruction of an ice- 
free harbour at Hututao, on the 


extreme southern coast of Man-| 


churla, at a cost of G.$6,400,000, 
‘The contract, it will be recalled, 
has been let to the Netherlands 
Harbour Works Company. 

Completion of the harbour with- 
in the specified period of five years 
would give the Chinese their only 
real harbour in the north not do- 
minated by foreign Interests. At 
Tientain, a. number of countries 
have concessions, and Dairen is 
owned by the Japanese on territory 
held under long lease. 

Possible protests are likely to 
come from Japan and Great 
Britain, it is believed in diplomatic 
circles. 

The Japanese have treaties pro- 
viding that the Chinese shall not 
build railways which will imperil 
the Japanese South Manchuria 
Railway. 

The National Government, hew- 
ever, has persistently declared that 
these treaties are no longer valid 
having been concluded with de- 
funct Governments, 


“The British Case 


The British protest, if it {s made, 
will be upon an entirely different 
basis. The Dutch loan providing 
the money for the harbour is secur- 
éd upon the surplus earnings of the 
Peking-Mukden Railway. 

Mr, H. G. Woodhead, editor of 
the “Peking and Tientsin Times" 
and of the “China Year Book", 
points out that several . British 
loans made to this railway have 
been Im arrears for years, and that 
the issuance of a new loan while 
old loans remain unpaid is morally 
indefensible. 

Mr. Woodhead estimates the 
British loans to the Peking-Mukden 
Railway which are in default at o 
total of $$14,500,000 at the present 
rate of exchange. 

Loana in Default 

These sre the Peking-Mukden 
double-track loan, in default since 
September, 1925; the Fengching 
railway loan, in default since 
February, 1926; and the Peking- 
Mukden double-track loan, in de- 
fault since April, 1925. Two of 
these loans, Mr. Woodhead de- 
clares, should have Been completely 
paid off two years ago. 

The Chinese, however, particu- 
larly the, Mukden authorities, are 
very anxious to bulld the harbour 
at Hulutao, and it seems quite 
possible that they will proceed: in 
spite of protests. They have been 
negotiating for more than a year 
with various forelgn companies to 
obtain the money for this purpose. 

The Chinese ‘point of view is 
that an all-Chinese harbour in 
Manchuria fs necessary to compete 
with the Japanese. They wish & 
Chinese outlet for the Chinese 
railway system in Manchuria, and 
believe they can seriously compete 
with Dairen when the harbour 1a 
completed. Hulutao was selected 
as a fine location for a modern 


harbour as long ago as 1910, when | 


work was begun under the Man- 
chus. The revolution ‘suspended 
work, after a branch rallway had 
been constructed, seawall and 
breakwater had < been completed, 
and many permanent, buildings 
erected. This work was abandoned 
and Is now useless.

Mr, A, E. Polozsky, a Pole, aged 
48, who started In 1921. from his 
native home to tour the. world on 
foot, arrived at Canton yesterday. 
‘Up to the present, he has already 
journeyed through Finland, France, 
Great Britain, Germany, Italy, 
Holland, Soviet Russia, China, 
Mongolia, Korea, Japan, and other 
countries, a distance of 69,130 miles. 

After passing. through Fu- 
kien, Chew-on, Swatow, Shan- 
Hol-fung, Shek-loon, and 
Tung-koon, Mr. Polozsky ap- 
peared upon hia arrival before the 
authorities and said that he would 
leave In a few days for the other 
southern provinces and thence to 
Tibet and India and back to Poland, 
his world tour to be completed by 
the énd of the year 1932, 

At the beginning of his journey, 
he was . accompanied by another 
Pole, who was unfortunately killed 
while en route from Fentien to 
Korea. On the present journey, 
when he was coming from Pok-loh 
to Waichow, he was robbed of all 
of his belongings, which greatly 
handicapped him on his way to 
Canton.—Canton News Agency.
